Antioch teen gets six-year 
sentence for selling drugs

In a negotiated plea bargain, 19- 
year-old Robert V. Thatcher, Jriof 
Antioch was sentenced to six years 
imprisonment, after selling psilocin 
hallucinogenic mushrooms to 
undercover agents, 

Thatcher and 17-year-old 
Brandon M. Orlando of Lake Villa 
were charged with conspiracy to 
deliver a half-pound of the 
mushrooms, the equivalent of 
approximately 1,000 hits. 

At the time his arrest occurred, 
Thatcher was on. probation after 
being convicted of two 1997 home 
burglaries.. The sentence handed 
down by Lake County. Circuit Court 
Judge James Boras covered both the 
drug arid violation of probation 
charges. 

The sentence was. negotiated by 



defense attorney Elliot Pinsel and 
Assistant state's attorney Laura 
Horner. The drug charge carried a 
maximum sentence of 30 years, 
while the burglaries carried a poten- 
tial seven-year sentence. 

Orlando has a trial scheduled for 
June 9. 

Both were arrested by the Lake 
County Metropolitan Enforcement 
Group after attempting to sell the 
drug to agents. The deal was alleged- 
ly made by Orlando, while, Thatcher, 
set up the delivery. According to 
police, the mushrooms had a street 
value of approximately $1,400. 

Also in Thatcher's possession 
were six grams of the drug 
ketamine — a substance commonly 
used as an anesthetic, known for its 
hallucinogenic properties. 

All charges stemming from 
Thatcher's possession of the 
substance were dropped.

-Grass Lake School wilt initiate 
public Internet access at its Art and 
Technology Festival on May 15. The 
festival is open to all Antioch resi- 
dents. 

The school wants to position it- 
self as a community center by mak- 
ing access to the Internet available to 
the entire community. 

Students will become the teach- 
ers and train parents and other com- 
munity members on the 36 comput- 
ers connected to the Internet from 6 : 
8 p.m. A professional trainer will also 
be available for sessions at 6:30, 7 
and 7:30 p.m. 

These computers are the result 
of a grant from the state of Illinois. 



The school hopes to reach its ulti- 
mate goal of 60 computers within the 
next couple of years. 

The school is only one of 275 
schools in the state subscribing to 
Classroom Connect, an Internet- 
based curriculum product, and 
one of 2,545 participating in 
AmeriQuest, a California Internet 
program, also made possible by 
the grant.- 

Students completed a month- 
long Internet exploration of the Indi- 
ans of Anasazi through the program. 

The art portion of the festival will 
showcase student art, a performance 
by the school band, and the Young 
Author Award winners. 

Additionally, there will be face 
painting, balloon sculpture, and re- 
freshments.

Mayor Marilyn Shlneflug testi- 
fied at a hearing of the Northwest 
Municipal Conference regarding 
concerns over the Federal Railroad 
Administration (FRA) proposed rule 
which would require the sounding of 
train horns at every at-grade railroad 
crossing in America. 

Under the FRA's proposed rule, 
whistles would have to begin sound- 
ing from one-quarter mile before the 
crossing. According to Shineflug, 
6,486 residents live within one half 
mile of an at-grade crossing. 

This would mean that trains 
would have to cound their horns 
continuously through Antioch. 
"Quiet zones" can be established if 



communities install or adopt a set of 
approved supplementary safety 
measures and alternative safety 
measures at every crossing in a pro- 
posed "quiet zone" that "fully com- 
pensate for the absence of the audi- 
ble warning provided by the loco- 
motive horn." 

These approved measures in- 
clude four quadrant gates, medians 
or channelization devices at gated 
crossings, paired one-way streets, 
temporary closure and use of photo- 
enforcement technology. 

: Shineflug said, "Our concerns re- 
late to both the practicality and the 
cost of the proposed supplementary 
safety measures and alternative safety 
measures." 

She testified, "Depending on the 
crossing configuration, installation 
of these gates may cost as much as 



$400,000 per crossing in urban areas 
according to the Illinois Commerce 
Commission; (ICC) '. However, the 
ICC has not even approved the use of 
these gates making it impossible for 
a community to install them as an ' 
approved safety measure. The ICC 
has indicated that it, as well as sever- 
al railroad companies/has great con- 
cern that four quadrant gates can 
trap automobiles on the tracks when 
the gates are lowered." 

Of median barriers, Shineflug 
continued, "Median barriers can be 
installed only at crossing where there 
is at least 90 feet between the cross- 
ing and the next parallel intersection 
or-curb cut; In Antioch, the entrance 
to the Metra parking lot is located 
less than 90 feet from the crossing on 
Depot St. And the option of flexible 
delineator barriers raises both aes- 



thetic and practical questions. These 
'striped paddle' type installations 
may be considered unsightly and 
can be easily damaged by vehicles 
and snow plows." 

Regarding paired one-way 
streets, Shineflug said, "This option . 
simply is not realistic for the Village 
of Antioch since the village has only 
three main east/west roads all. of 
which cross the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral/Metra tracks." 

Shineflug also cited this as the 
reason why temporary closure of 
crossings is not feasible. 

"Photo enforcement involves 
placing video surveillance cameras 
at grade crossings to record and tick- 
et individuals who violate grade 
crossing traffic laws. The Chicago 
Area Transportation.Study^ (CATS) 
estimates an average cost of $300,000 



per grade crossing for installation of 
photo enforcement equipment, 
and an annual average cost of 
$25,000 per grade crossing opera- 
tion." 

No new federal funding is 
proposed to pay for these up- 
grades.

Antioch Community High School student web site earns attention

During the board oF education 
meeting for Antioch Community 
High ..School District 117, Fran 
Waible, instructional leader for the 
English department, had students 
from the Electronic Publishing Class 
show off portions of the web page 
they put together for the high school 
this year. 

"Things are really going well- 
lots of cool things going on with the 
web site. A lot of the new candidates 
I've been interviewing for the English 
position want to see what Antioch is 
all about and latch onto the web site. 
All of them have commented how in- 
formational and interesting it was, 
and then were really amazed that the 



kids did it, Out in the public, they are 
really watching what we're doing 
here and it's been a nice thing for 
prospective new teachers to see what 
we are all about," said Waible. 

Four different projects were 
showcased. As the web site was load- 
ing and building, Michael Gordy, 
who teaches the electronic publish- 
ing class, told of how the school was 
contacted by a group that provides 
consulting for both the Chicago Tri- 
bune and the Sun Times. 

The group wants to test market 
regional, on-line newspapers in the 
suburb's. "The best way to do this is 
through the high schools as they are 
the hub of what's happening in the 
community," said Gordy. 

According to Gordy, the group 
wants to test pilot a six- week pro- 



gram, using two to four students. 
The students would be paid as part- 
time employees, and the consultants 
would be the school's link to answer 
the technical questions that arise 
from the students' web page work. 

Gordy said, "This group spent . 
the last four to five months looking at 
high school web sites in the 
Chicagoland area. They narrowed it 
down to two, but then came back to 
talk to us. 

"The reason was the size and di- 
versity of the web site and the differ- 
ent types of things we've done lead 
them to believe that we would be in- 
terested in trying this." 

Then the board members were 
able to assess the students' profi- 
ciency first-hand. 



First they had the opportunity to 
hear students voice opinions regard- 
ing the death penalty. 

Photos of the four student re- 
spondents were scanned and for- 
matted for quick downloading. Play 
buttons under the photos activate 
the individual student 's answer in 
his or her own voice. 

Next, board members were giv- 
en a mini-lesson in animation. 
Menus and sub-menus allow the 
browser to access information about 
all of the art classes offered efficient- 

Though visually simple, all of the 
interactive buttons are small, four- 
frame movies. These movies are 
what give the impression that a 
physical button has been pushed 



and released. 

Portions of the yearbook com- 
pact disc have also been placed on 
the web site. Included was a 15-sec- 
ond video clip of the dance team at 
the state championship. 

The clip was a little choppy as 
frames had to be deleted to bring the 
file size down from 47 MB to 800 K. 

Finally, the board was shown, 
how students archive the school 
newspaper. Each page is saved as a 
PDF file which condenses the infor- 
mation into a manageable file size. A 
program called Adobe Acrobat is re- 
quired to read PDF files. This pro- 
gram can be downloaded free of 
charge. There is a direct link on the 
page to make downloading this pro- 
gram simple. 
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Things are alive and hop- 
ping in Antioch. Four

commented. 

They began researching green- 
houses on the Internet. While there 
were many plans available, it took 
some time to find the one plan that 
would best suit their needs and 
within a budget they could afford. 

"There was a lot of stuff out 
there, but everything was too much. 
We considered getting a kit, but 
then we found this plan in North 
Carolina, from the University of 
North Carolina I think," recalled 



Addison. 

Last fall, armed with plans and 
the materials needed to see the pro- 
ject through fruition, the youth 
group built its greenhouse. 

Resa Boarini reports that the 
construction of the greenhouse it- 
self wasn't the big expense- only 
$150. It was the heater and the 
shelves that set the group back over 
$1,500. Thelen Sand and Gravel do- 
nated the gravel floor for the struc- 
ture. 



From the time the greenhouse 
was built in October until the planti- 
ng began in January, the group re- 
searched soils, plants and how to 
care for them. They used every re- 
source available particularly Mary 
Schwinn's greenhouse where Addi- 
son is employed. 

Most of this year's 40 varieties, 
including some 1,300 smaller 
plants, 80 hanging baskets and 20 
hand-painted clay pots were started 
from seed. Others were started from 
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plugs or small seedlings. 

A small percentage of the plants 
were donations from the congrega- 
tion. "Pauline Hart took cuttings 
from the Dry Cleaning Center in 
Round Lake Commons, and donat- 
ed them to us," said Addison. 

The entire youm group helped 
with this project. They took turns 
watering the plants and monitoring 
the greenhouse's temperature. 

"We couldn't afford a heater 
with a direct thermometer on the 
inside of the greenhouse," said Ad- 
dison. "The temperature has to be 
checked at least twice a day. With 
the warm weather, it's been hard to 
keep it from gettingtoo hot." 

"These are very wonderful, re- 
sponsible kids to do all this. There 
have been many days after school 
when the kids spent all of their time 
planting, re-planting, and water- 
ing," says Marybeth Vaughan, one 
of the group's leaders. "We have 
very talented kids." 

The youth group earned money 
to cover the cost of the greenhouse 
structure through the sale of Enter- 
tainment coupon books and from 
the profits of the disc jockey service 
the students operate. 

In kind, they hope to pay off the 
recently purchased DJ set up with 
the profits of the plant sale. Mary 
Leonard, leader and youth group 
minister, said, "The kids are work- 
ing very hard towards having a 
working budget." 

Addison concluded, "We all 
worked hard on this project, but we 
couldn't have done it all without 
the support of our leaders: Mary 
Leonard, Marybeth Vaughan, Larry 
and Monica Addison, and Don 
Oelerich."

Parks Department responds to letter 



This letter is in response to the 
letter to the editor written by Anna 
Soria and published in your April 
28th issue. Antioch is a small com- 
munity with limited sources of tax 
revenue. In addition, our ability to 
increase tax revenue is strictly limit- 
ed by a tax cap imposed by the State 
of Illinois. Because Antioch Parks 
and Recreation is a department of 
the Village and not a park district, 
our staff and funds are very limited 
compared to a park district which is 
funded by specific park district tax 
money. The Parks Department's 
major source of funding comes from 
new residential housing develop- 
ments. As each development cbmes 
for approval before the Park Board, 
Planning and Zoning Board and ul- 
timately, the Village Board, great 
care is taken to obtain appropriate 
park impact fees. These fees can be 
in the form of land, cash or a combi- 
nation of both, as required by the 
subdivision and/or zoning codes of 
the village. 

In 1990, Antioch residents 
turned down a referendum fora park 
district. Another park district referen- 
dum may be planned for the future. 
Until the time Antioch residents vote 
yes fora park district referendum, the 
Antioch Parks Department will con- 
tinue to bring the village residents the 



best in parks and recreation pro- 
grams, facilities and equipment avail- 
able to us. In the meantime, con- 
struction and. renovation of die new 
Parks Department facility on Holbek 
is progressing on schedule and 
should be open in June.

Germany's Forgotten Castle

My favorite destination in Germany is Munich mostly because of il's proximity to 
so many quaint Bavarian towns. 

One of the most picturesque is the town of Fusseii, a couple of hours from Munich 
by train. 

Fusscn is best known for Ncuschwansteln Castle, probably life most famous and . 
most photographed casile in the world. Il's featured oh jiist about every German travel 
brochure. It was also the inspiration for Sleeping Beauty's Castle at Disney bind. 

I've visited and written about Neuschwanstein before, anil il's still breath taking to 
look up and sec this fantasy castle in the sky, ,• 

There's another casile outside of Fusscn. Il's not as "fairytale" looking as 
Ncuschwansteln. But it's filled with much more history. 

Most of the thousand of tourists, myself included, hike up the mountain lo 
Neuschwanstein and pass right by the ancient Ilohenschwangau Castle. This time I 
decided to visit Ncuschwanstcin's older neighbor. 

There was just one German couple taking the lour with me. The lours arc In 
German unless there are at least 20 English speaking guests. However, our guide ' 
(actually a relative of (lie Royal Family who still resides In the castle) was kind enough 
lo translate for me. 

Taking nothing away from Ihe stunning looks of Neuschwanstein, it has little 
history since it dates back only to ilic mid I800's and was occupied for a short 181 
days by Kind Ludwig II before being turned Into a museum. (Ludwig was declared 
insane and later drowned under suspicious circumsiances) . 

Hohcnschwangau, however, was consiructed in Ihe 12th ceniury by Ihe Knights of 
Schwangau and has been occupied ever since. In 1268 Prince Konradin, who .was 
beheaded at Ihe age of 16", lived there. The Schwangau KnighLs died oui in the 16th 
century and ihe castle was later purchased by King Maximilian, the father of King 
Ludwig. 

King Ludwig II, the builder of Neuschwanstein, spent most of his life at 
Hohcnschwangau, and watched the construction of his dream casile from his bedroom 
window there. 

Richard Wagner, a close friend of Ludwig II, was a frequent guest at 
lloticnschwangau. The piano, upon which Wagner played his works for Ludwig, Is slill 
on display, as arc many other artifacts depicting the castles long history. 

'■ If you do gel to southern Germany, by all means, visit Neuschwanstein. .But gel 
there early enough or-bcller yet, spend ihe night in Fussen, so you still have time -.tq,-

With the way the current 
baseball season is go- ' 
ing, Cubs fans may 
have to take solace in 
the days of.yore. 

Wauconda residents once had 
an inside on the baseball career of 
great Billy Herman. 

"Herman played with a Great 
Lakes baseball team. He also stayed 
in a cottage in Wauconda during 
the summer," resident Rich Robert- 
son said. 

Robertson is a baseball fan who 
has an entire room devoted to his. 
collection of baseballs, well-kept 
baseball cards, bats and other 
memorabilia. 

"I like looking things up," 
Robertson said. 

Herman, for example, played in 
1,000 games at second base and 
held that record until 1985. In 15 
major-league seasons, he partici- 
pated in 10 all-Star games and 
played on four pennant winners. In 
his rookie year with the Cubs, he led 
in games played with 154 and bat- 
ted .314 while collecting 206 hits. In 
1935, he belted 57 doubles, a record 
for NL second basemen. He also hit 
.304 for his career with 47 home 
runs and 839 RBI to his credit 

Robertson, a Wauconda area 
resident, met many former baseball 
greats while attending card shows 
in Mundelein. He met the likes of 
relief great Rollie Fingers there. 

His collection includes a bat 
used in' the Negro Leagues stars 
Nap Gulley of the Kansas City Mon- 
' archs and more than 1,500 individ- 
ual autographs. The 1942 Great 
likes baseball team is considered 
one of the finest military learns 
ever. It was managed by Lt. Mickey 
Cochrane, and had Johnny Mize, 
Herman and Bob Feller. A separate 
black Great Lakes team had the 
likes of Larry Doby and Charlie Har- 
mon. 

"The team was good for morale 
of die troops," Robertson said. 

Robertson has correspondence 
from ex-players Merrill "Pinky" May 
and Virgil Trucks. May helped him 
authenticate autographs on an Offi- 
cial 97 League Ball signed by the 
Great Lakes team by Goldsmith. 
Trucks did as well, confirming the 
names of first baseman Jack Mc- 
Carthy, infielder Al Glossop, pitcher 
Billy Brandt, pitcher Si Johnson and 
pitcher Schoolboy Rowe, who 
played for the Detroit Tigers. 

Robertson pointed out Trucks is 
known for pitching two no-hitters 
during the 1952 season. He led the 
American League in strikeouts with 
a then Randy Johnson-ish 153 and 
pitched in the 1953 and 1954 World 
Series. He pitched for the Tigers, 
Browns, White Sox, A's and Yan- 
kees. 

Modern-day autographs and 
notes include Wade Boggs of the 
3,000 hit club and Cal Ripken Jr. 
Billy Williams, Ernie Banks, George 
Brett and Robin Yount, Jay John- 
stone, Bill Melton, are all part of the 
collection. 

Robertson has an autograph 
from Ed Lynch, Cubs general man- 
ager. Then there are those of ex- 
pitcher Bill Singer, Phil Garner, Jim 
Abbott and Ruben Rivera. 

The art of card collecting is an 
inexact one. "My idea of mint con- 
dition may be different than yours," 
he said. 

Robertson sometimes watches 
White Sox games from as close as 
four rows from the dugout. 

Robertson follows local base- 
ball and coached basketball this 
winter at Wauconda Middle School. 
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The thoughts of the tortoise try-, 
ing to catch the hare first comes to 
mind. 

You haven't seen anyone run the 
hurdles with such grace until you've 
seen Antioch's Becky Clarke. And 
everyone seems to be chasing her.

stride." 

Not only are the aforemen- 
tioned attributes part of Clarke's ar- 
senal, the senior is also one tough 
cookie as well. 

"I jammed my knee last week, so 
it's a little sore right now," she said 
shortly after the race, "It was great to 
win despite not having been able to 
run for about four days." 

Clarke's versatility is something 
that should also not be overlooked. In 
addition to mastering the 100 hurdles, 
she presents a pretty strong case in 
the 300 hurdles and long jump as well. 

"The 300 hurdles isn't one of my 
strengths," she said. "That's an event 
I know I can definitely improve oh." 



At county, she didn't do too shab- 
by, finishing fifth with a time of 50 sec- 
onds even, also a personal best. 

. As for the long jump, Clarke has 
been right near the top in that event 
all season. Despite a disappointing 
fourth at county, her leap of 17-2 1/4 
also set an all-time personal best but 
perhaps more important, surpassed 
the state-qualifying mark of 16 feet, 1 1 
inches. 

"I know I can do it again (meet 
the state mark) but I still need to 
practice a little more," she hinted: 
"My timing was off today." 

Clarke, who plans on attending 
the University ofWisconsin at Stevens 
Point next fall, is also a four-year var- 
sity volleyball player. 

And if you think this is the end of 
the line for the Clarke family that pos- 
sesses such a rich track history, think 
again. Sister Holly, a sophomore, is • 
also an accomplished hurdler and 
long distance runner. 

"She's been doing great. She 
places in just about every meet," said 
Becky. "We have a great relationship 
and push each other. We're very sup- 
portive of one another." 

Holly actually started competing 
in the 300 hurdles before Becky. 

"They do push each other," 
added Kelly. "I think Holly beat her 
the first two times and Becky won the 
last one." 

Either way you slice it, Becky 
might not be the only one who gets 
down to Charleston.

For someone who has never done it, the job sounds impossible. But since 
there have been people there have been mothers. And though the methods 
change from generation to generation, the goal of raising a child has always 
been the same.

"It was wonderful," said Nancy Casolari on her experience as a moth- 
er. "I raised them the best I could. 1 was there for them when they needed 
me. I gave them my love and care." 

Casolari married at the start of the Great Depression. Over the years, she 
has raised 12 children — no easy task by any stretch of the imagination. When 
she recalled her experiences, she always stressed the fact that the family al- 
ways had the means to go on. 

"I handled it pretty well," she said. "I had a wonderful husband who al- 
ways provided for us." 

Casolari resides in ML Prospect, but raised her children in Chicago. She ■ 
explained that her husband's work in a butcher shop was the main reason 
why her family was able to' survive. While her husband worked, she stayed 
home with the kids. In the house, Casolari said she was stem, but fair. 

"We were strict, but just enough to keep them out of trouble," she said. 

Nancy Thielsen, a resident the Fox Lake area, is the oldest of Casolari's

They 
tended to have, the same type of dis- 
cipline when they were parents. I 
think I eased up from that." 

As the .. oldest child, Thielsen 
learned how to raise her own kids 
by helping her mother. 

"I had to more or less help my 
mother. So it was like some of them 
were my kids, too. I think I just car- 
ried on from that," she said. . 

Like her mother, Thielsen has a 
large family— she raised nine kids 
mroughthe 1950s and '60s. Though 
she was not so much concerned 
with the survival of her family, the 
love and devotion that her mother 
had in her family was passed on to 
Thielsen. She, too, stayed at home 
with her children.'and volunteered 
at school and at church. 

"We were kind of strict," she 
said. "They, couldn't get away with a 
whole lot because I was there to 
watch everything. And what I didn't 
see, I found out from the neigh- 
bors." 

She credits her own mother for 
providing her with a model for the. 
qualities that make a good mother. 

"She's always kind, thoughtful, a 
good listener. Now, she's a good 
friend," she said. 

Thielsen explained that there is 
a 15 r year difference between her 
oldest and youngest children. This 
means that for a time, she had nine 
kids in the house at once. To her, 
this was never a problem. 

"You don't really stop to think 
about it It's just like any job," she 
said. "You say 'well, gee, how do you 
do your job?' Well, you don't think 
about how you're doing it, you just 
do it It's the sarne thing with raising 
the kids. You do it You don't stop to 



think, 'gee, I can't do this.' " 

The ■ two mothers were both 
seeking the same goal — to provide 
the best for their children, both 
physically and morally. And al- 
though they approached this chal- 
lenge similarly, there were differ; 
ences in their mothering. But the 
these differences did not happen 
because of personal choices, but 
because of cultural restrictions. In 
the '30s, it was the norm for a wom- 
an's place to be in the home. But as 
society moved forward, women be- 
came* accepted in the. business 
world. Now, society has come to a 
point where women are not only ac- 
cepted in the work place, but re- 
quired. 

"My dad was like the ruler of the 
household. It Was a European-type 
home. The woman listened to the 
man, and he was the ruler," 
Thielsen said, "It's not that way in 
our household at all. I made sure of 
that- We have a mutual relation- 
ship." 

Parenting responsibilities are 
shared more now than when 
Thielsen was bringing up her chil- 
dren. Thi els en's son, Jeff, and his 
wife, Cindy, have just had their sec- 
' ond child. 

Cindy Thielsen said that the 
modern mom plays a supportive 
and reaffirming role in her child's 
life. 

"It's important to let your kids 
know that they are important to you 
and that you love them," Cindy 
Thielsen said. M I think we realize' 
more now that its important to 
spend quality time with our chil- 
dren." 

The new mother said this sense 
can be instilled in her children by 
positive reinforcement

"When my two-year-old comes 
home from the store with his father, 
I'm always waiting at the. door to 
tell him I missed him," she said. 

Although Cindy Thielsen's ap- 
proach might be different, the goal 
is the same. 

"I hope to teach them to be kind 
and fair with others, but also to 
stick up for themselves so others 
will be fair to them," she said.. 

No matter how they raised 
their kids, the three mothers agree 
that there is nothing more fulfill- 
ing that doing it Even as Casolari 



and Nancy Thielsen become 
grandmothers, great grandmoth- 
ers and great-great grandmothers, 
the miracle of being a mother nev- 
er loses its luster. 

"I'm so proud of them, they're 
all wonderful children," Casolari.. 
said. "We are all very close. I guess 
they're returning the love I gave 
them." 

Thielsen. said that from birth to 
adulthood, the sheer rapture of 
watching a child grow up never gets 
old. 

"It's a joy. It a complete joy to 



have that baby in your arms. You 
just look at it as a precious thing.

good way to judge

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plans, Commodus is obviously up- 
set, and kills his father before his 
decision is publicized. Commodus 
takes the throne, and sentences 
Maximus and his family to be exe- 
cuted. 

Though badly hurt, Maximus 
escapes his doom, but cannot re- 
turn home in time to save his fami- 
ly. His heartbreak and injuries are 
too much for him to handle. He falls 
unconscious at his destroyed home 
only to be captured and imprisoned 
by a slave trader. 

Maximus is sold to Proximo 
(Oliver Reed), who forces him to be 
a gladiator. At the same time, Com- 
modus plans to win the support of 
the people by holding a series of 
gladiator games. After finding suc- 
cess as a gladiator, Maximus re- 
turns to Rome to participate in the 
games and to face Commodus. 

The results of this scenario are 
fairly obvious, However, the movie 
drags on as it goes from this point 
to the logical conclusion. The story- 
line suffers because there is just not 
enough behind it to hold the audi- 
ence's attention. Long stretches of 
repetitive dialogue are sprinkled 
with the gladiator action sequences 
that are highlighted in the trailers. 

Scott also tries to get cerebral at 
times, using short flashbacks and 
arty camera work to try to get into 
Maximus's head. In a movie filled, 
with bloody battles and political 
back-stabbing, these scenes are out 
of place and should have been left 
on the cutting room floor. 

The director also made a weird 
decision to have Maximus's son 
have a thick Italian accent while

Love conquers, or at least subdues, in Shakespeare's 'All's Well' 



In a season punctuated with 
high notes, chalk up more of the 
same for Chicago Shakespeare The- 
ater as it winds up the first season at 
its new Navy Pier home with per- 
haps one of its brightest produc- 
tions yet, "All's Well That Ends 
Well." 

Barbara Gaines has provided 
deft direction of this three-hour 
comic-and stress filled romance, 
setting it in I860 France and Italy 
and incorporating original music 
composed by Alaric Jans for some 
subtle notes to Shakespeare's son- 
nets. 

In many ways, it's a troubling 
play. Bertram, the brash young no- 
bleman, is forced into marrying He- 
lena, the humble daughter of the 
late Count Rossillion's physician. 
He spurns her as beneath him be- 
cause of his social class, stealing 
away from France to Italy and vow- 
ing not to accept her until she can 
procure a ring he always wears and 
bear his child— though they shall 
never share a bed. 

Needless to say, Helena finds 
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Larry Yando (left) and Timothy 
Gregory are unmoved by Hele- 
na's (Lisa Mortensen) longing 
for her new husband in "All's 
Well That Ends Well."

Although Ryan joked about the 
pie fiasco that occurred after his first 
discussion in Carbondale, that event 
could be considered tame compared 
to the peaker power plant opponents 
who relentlessly asked him to put a 
moratorium on the plants. 

"We would like to ask you to 
work with us and stop issuing per- 
mits for peaker power plants until 
the laws are worked out," said Susan 
Zingle, executive director of the Lake 
County Conservation Alliance. 

Zingle's comments opened the 
floodgates for people who came as 
far as Aurora to protest the noise and 
damage to air quality that the peak- 
er plants are said to emit. 

Ryan maintained that he did not 
have the authority to issue a morato- 
rium, telling the protesters repeated- 
ly that "the system works, but you 
have to pass legislature before tilings 
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can get done." 

"It's not good enough for you to 
say you have no authority here," stat- 
ed a Grayslake resident. "I voted for 
you — take some leadership in this 
issue." 

"You voted for me as a governor, 
not a dictator," retorted Ryan. "1 can- 
not pass a magic wand and tell them 
(peaker plant owners) they can't 
build here." 

Ryan urged the protestors to 
meet with their local and state repre- 
sentatives. He noted that it was up to 
local governments to pass ordi- 
nances prohibiting the building of 
peaker power plants. He assured the 
speakers that he would work with 
state legislators to pass a law that 
would give him or the General As- 
sembly more control over the plants. 

Other issues brought forth at the 
roundtable discussion included spe- 
cial education and needs programs, 
higher education "abstinence" and 
"sexually transmitted disease" pro- 
grams, property taxes, riverboat casi- 
no operations and the Rte. 53 exten- 
sion proposal. Several just voiced 
their thanks and commendations for 
programs and grants approved by 
Ryan. 

Lake County Board member 



Larry Leafblad (R-Avon), asked the 
governor for his help in imposing 
uniform school impact fees. Leaf- 
blad told Ryan that residents in 
Grayslake are being forced out of 
their homes by high property taxes. 
He pointed out that state legislature 
failed to enable the county board to 
act on anything other than "brick 
and mortar" in unincorporated Lake 
County. 

"This is a problem the state 
should address," admitted Ryan. 
"State legislators should work to- 
gether with the county board on this 
issue." 

Lakehurst Mall redeveloper 
Martin Touhy threw in his 2 cents- 
worth by asking Ryan to support a 
state university location at his pro- 
posed University Station. Ryan told 
Touhy that it was up to the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education to ap- 
prove the request. 

State Senator Adeline Geo-Karis 
(R-Zion) made one comment about 
the endless discussion on peaker 
power plants. 

"They (the plants) must be thor- 
oughly researched before being per- 
mitted. Now give us a 10-minute 
break because everyone is bursting 
at the seams," she quipped.

Jerry Clarke, vice president and 
general manager for Frontier's Cook 
County Cheetahs in Crestwood, 
claims that his league can build a 
beautiful ballpark for less than half of 
what the Great Lakes league is 
proposing. 

Tomlin said funding for the pro- 
posed ballpark would probably 
come in the form of intergovern- 
mental partnerships, and possible 
sponsorship from area corporations 
such as Abbott Laboratories. Grants 
and private donations would be an- 
other source. The municipality 
would own the stadium and share 
the revenues with the league. 

"We are currently researching 
bonding and financial issues," com- 
mented Tomlin. 

Great Lakes League co-founder 
Sherri Myers is also looking at the 
possibility of establishing a stadium 
in North Chicago. She and her hus- 
band own the Lansing Lugnuts out 
of Lansing, Mich. 

The proposed stadium would 
provide accommodations for 3,500 
to 6,000 patrons. It would also in- 
clude, a picnic area with accommo- 
dations for up to 1,500 and surface 
parking. Tomlin noted that the sta- 
dium could be used on off nights for 
events like Little League champi- 
onships, and concerts. 

"It is conceivable that we can see 
something within two years," said an 
optimistic Tomlin. 

Gail Svendsen, president of the 
Lake County Bureau of Tourism; is 
thrilled with the idea. 

"This would provide a whole- 
some, affordable activity not only for 
our residents, but for visitors 
throughout the region," she en- 
thused. "It would be a definite op- 
portunity to showcase Lake County 
as a destination." 

"If they get me a minor league, 
my sales director Court Carlson will 
wear their team jerseys at all of his 
trade shows," promised Svendsen. 
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Indeck disputes noise level findings 

llbertyvllle— The proposed peaker power plant was fur- 
ther discussed at Marytown in Libertyville, as Indeck Energy '.' 
Services attorney Gerald.Callaghan questioned the findings of 
engineer Howard Schecter. 

Indeck is proposing the construction of a 300 megawatt 
power plant at Rte. 137 and Harris Rd. 

Schecter was Hired' by a group representing the Prairie \

False alarm blamed on computer error 

. Giirbee— A hazardous material spill alert that went out 
across Gurriee's emergency broadcast system is being blamed 
on a computer error, according to Commander Jay Patrick of 
the Gurnee Police Department. 

Patrick said that during the inclement weather on May 8 at 
around 3:30 p.m., the village received word from the National 
Weather Service that there was a tornado watch in effect for 
the Gurnee area. But the computer malfunctioned at returned 
to its default settings. 

What was broadcast was a hazardous materials emergency 
alert. The message, which was broadcast over the system's 
voice-capable loud speaker, advised Gurnee residents to seek 
shelter and shut all doors and windows. 

Soon after the incident happened technicians from Whe- 
len Industries, the company that installed the alert device, ran 
a complete check the system to try to figure out why the com- 
puter malfunctioned. 

"Talking to the engineers fromWhelert, they have no 
concrete answer why it occurred, nor do they have any 
record of it ever occurringin any other of their systems,"

Planning, village boards discuss future 

Lake Villa— In stating the purpose of a joint meeting be- 
tween the Lake Villa Board of Directors arid the Lake Villa 
Plan Commission, village trustee Bill Effinger said, "We want 
to avoid the situation that we had recently, when someone 
said that, according to our comprehensive plan, a developer 
applying for zoning didn't have small enough lots."

Village land planner Lane Kendig stated that a review* 
board, staffor consultants Would be needed to deal with the 
issue of monotony in new construction. Kendig's suggestions 
for eliminating the "monopoly board" appearance of new 
subdivisions involved paying attention to both the appear- 
ance of the facade and the placement of the building on each 
lot. 

Kendig noted that computer systems are available that 
would allow the village to track the use of variations such as 
types of garages used, lot sizes and setbacks. 
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Smart building 
curbs gridlock 

Predictably, Illinois Div. of Transportation Director Kirk Brown 
had warm words for the controversial extension of Rte. 53 • 
when he appeared on a panel addressing Lake County traffic 
problems. 

Aside from an endorsement of a highway construction proposal 
now in its fourth decade, Brown offered some interesting observations 
to alleviate gridlock, interesting moreso because of his audience, 
which included members of the Lake County Home Builders Assn. 

Brown outlined three proposals to eliminate the costly and nerve- 
wracking prime-time crawl across the county directly related to growth 
and development. Under the heading of "smart development," the di- 
rector urged easing up in demands for more entrances on arterials as a 
direct remedy for congestion; Brown called for more inter-connected 
developments where trips can be negotiated without entering a high- 
way. He called for builders and developers to work with public trans- 
portaton agencies to design "transit friendly" developments. 

Well put, indeed. Brown also emphasized better utilization of ex- 
isting highways through construction of turn lanes and computerized 
signals, and, of course, increased funding. He noted that between 80 
and 90 percent of monies allocated by the state for highway purposes 
go for maintenance. That explains, in a nutshell, why there is so little 
new highway construction in Illinois. „ 

Brown's message was clear. Intelligent planning and building can 
go a long way toward easing gridlock. No additional funding involved 
in this process, for sure. We hope the director's words didn't go unno- 
ticed by the industry leaders who have it within themselves to ease 
gridlock. 

Old phones getting 
new life for women 

Members of the Illinois Conference of Women Legislators 
are part of a nationwide drive to collect one million used 
wireless phones to benefit victims of domestic violence. 
Slate Reps. Andrea Moore (R-Libertyville) and Lauren

Called "Donate a Phone," the campaign will provide for prepro- 
gramming emergency numbers for phones that will be distributed to 
victims of domestic violence in order to access help. A Lake County 
company, Motorola, is a co-sponsor of the National Coalition Against 
Domestic Violence, which is spearheading the campaign. 

Male legislators can also belong to the Conference of Women Leg- 
islators. Members work to advance interests of Illinois women, espe- 
cially economic independence.

Help is on the way for 
the 5,000 women who become victims of domestic violence every day. 

Partners tackles 
work place woes 

Even in a locality where business is booming and the job mar- 
ket is so tight thousands of good paying positions go unfilled, 
improving the economy is serious business for Lake County 
Partners, a private non-profit organization. 

For one thing, Lake County Partners is acutely aware of an imbal- 
ance of economic diversity that is tilted heavily toward residential 
housing. Since 1981, industry has slipped badly, ranging between 5 to 
10 percent of the Lake County economy. President David Young says a 
more beneficial mix would be residential capped at 70 percent with 
commercial ranging less than 20 percent and industry attaining a sol- 
id 10 percent or better. ■ 

Elevating industry's role would achieve the goal of enhancing tax 
revenues to provide the financial fuel that drives attaintainment of an 
attractive community. 

As a spin off of the Lake County Economic Development Com- 
mission, Partners has become less political and more policy oriented. 
Currendy, Partners is pushing initiatives to help business and industry 
solve work force problems. According to Young, priorities are recruit- 
ing/hiring, training, fringe benefits and day care/elder care. 

Never out of sight when work force issues are examined are Lake 
County's twin bugaboos, improving transportation and providing at- 
tainable housing. Partners isn't alone in grappling with these gorilla- 
sized problems, standing on the premise that government alone can't 
solve everything. 
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Inaugurating theT-ball season 
didn't exactly sound like a 
blood-rushing event, but there 
was a persuasive salesman 
beckoning: Grandson John.

I started having 
a good time right away. No score is 
kept. Every player bats every inning. 
Outs are immaterial. After every 
player gets a whack at the tee, sides 
change. ^>? at ^ 

The game is'hot without peril. 
Moms put expensive nail treatments 
in harm's way to snag errant tosses. 
Dads have 'to 1 keep fragile egos in 
check when a ball shoots through 
their offspring's legs. Some of the 
cheering grandparents look strange- 
ly familiar. They turn out to be par- 
ents of players we remember 25-30 
years ago, the teammates of our own 
children. 

After four fun-packed innings, 
play is halted. Grinning 5 and 6- 
year-olds charge out for the tradi- 
■ tional high-five walk across the in- 
field and return to the bench for a 
welcome snack of ice cold pop and 
cookies. 

So, I survived the first T-ball 
game of the season, happy and sur- 
prised the game ended so soon. 
What's riot to like when your grand- 
son goes three for four with two line 
shots through the pitcher's box and 
a looping home run that reached the 
fence?

Current school monopoly needs at overhaul

State representatives re- 
- cently caved to the whims 
of the teachers' union's in 
denying funding for man- 
dates for noh -governmental /reli- 
gious schools in the last state bud- 
get session just concluded. This . 
year's state budget will spend 53 
percent of new state revenue on 
government education (translat- 
ing into $330 million more than 
last year's budget for elementary 
and secondary schools and $130 
million for higher education). 
Even with this windfall, along with 
pension improvements for union 
teachers, the teachers' union's still 
went ahead and mounted a mas- 
sive lobbying effort to deny $12 
million to non-government/reli- 
gious schools. 

The main contention of the 
teachers' unions was that it was 
unconstitutional. This is dubious 
at best because two other states, 
Ohio and New York, have mandate 
funding for non-government 
schools in the range of $200 per 
student This argument may also 
have a small scent of anti-Catholi- 
cism attached to it as some anti- 
school choice advocates point to a 
section of the state constitution . 
that should be an embarrassment 
for anyone who knows the history 
of this type of legislation, com- 
monly referred to as a "Blaine 
Amendment" 



When Catholic immigrants 
started to stream into America 
during the mid-1800s, they found 
that most public schools were 
Protestant in nature. In face of 
this, they sought funding for their 
own schools and immediately ran 
into opposition from the Protes- 
tant majority. In stepped Republi- 
can James G. Blaine and the < 
Know-Nothing Party who sought 
to have congress adopt a position 
of non-funding to stem the growth 
of the Catholic parochial system. 
The measure failed federally, but 
half the states introduced t his 
measure into their state constitu- 
tions. The Arizona Supreme Court 
recently declared that their "Blaine 
amendment was a clear manifes- 
tation of religious bigotry, of a cru- 
sade manufactured by the con- 
temporary Protestant establish- 
ment to counter what was per- 
ceived as a growing "Catholic 
menace." "Our own state of Illinois 
has taken measures to correct this 
situation as evidenced by their 
past support of funding for all 
schools in such areas as textbooks, 
transportation and technology. 

A compelling legal argument ' 
for funding non-government 
schools was the Illinois case of 
Dunn vs. Chicago Industrial 
School for Girls (280 111. 613 (1917). 
Here, the juvenile court of Cook 
County was permitted to send de- 
pendent girls to various private in- 
stitutions for their care, many of 



which were religious in nature, the 
'state paid $15 per month to many 
of these religious institutions for 
the care and support of these girls. 
In a suit to stop redirection of such 
payments to religious organiza- 
tions, it was shown that the cost of . 
similar care in a government insti- 
tution was $30. The court upheld 
this arrangement baseifoh the 
fact that there was no, ^aid'^to an 
institution where the v ( aiue of ser- 
vices rendered was greater than 
the usual cost, in this, case, $15 
verses $30. ( [' . 

Putting aside the past histo- 
ries and the dry legalities, the cul- 
tural and educational matrixes of 
the 19th century have changed. 
Government schools yirill always 
be needed and must be support- 
ed. But our future educational ma- 
. trix must allow for other systems 
to evolve, whether it be private ed- 
ucational systems, religious edu- 
cational systems, or home school 
systems. 

This new educational matrix 
will bring forth a more diversified 
and inventive landscape verses the 
current dead h and of governmen- 
tal monopoly. Freedom and the in- 
alienable right of parents to pick 
what educational system is best for 
their child would replace the cur- 
rent monopoly that exists today 
and is often protected by those who 
have a self-interest at stake. By al- 
lowing educational and religious 
freedom via school choice, we can 



achieve this equitable and noble 
goal. For those who would deny 
such a basic freedom, even though 
it would cost themselves and other 
taxpayers less, would do well to re- 
examine their conscience and their 
true intent

monitor her daughter non-stop af- 
ter Dawn's frightening request were 
futile, Sleeping pills and a plastic 
bag finally brought Dawn what she 
craved for so long. 

According to Bawden, during 
his 21 years in the psychiatric pro- 
fession, bipolar disorder most com- 
monly appeared in adults between 
the ages of 30 and 40. However, re- 
search now indicates that the illness 
typically emerges in adolescence or 
early adulthood. Bawden attributes 
this to the fact that the illness has 
been found to be genetically based 
from infancy, therefore leading to 
earlier detection and diagnosis of 
symptoms. 

"The more severe the illness, 
the earlier the classic picture 
emerges," said Bawden. 

Manic-depressive illness is" 
characterized by the following 
symptoms, which fall into four cat- 
egories: 

Depression: ersistent sad 
mood; loss of interest in pleasur- 
able activities; change in appetite; 
change in sleep habits; energy loss; 
low esteem; difficulty with thinking 
or concentrating; and suicidal 
thoughts or tendencies. 
Mania: Persistently high mood or ir- 
ritability accompanied by at least 
three of the following; highly inflat- 
ed self-esteem; decreased need for 
sleep; increased talkativeness; rac- 
ing thoughts; easily distracted; in- 
creased goal-directed activity; phys- 
ical agitation; and excessive in- 



volvement in risky behavior or ac- 
tivity. 

Psychosis: Hallucinations and 
delusions can occur during severe 
periods of depression or mania. 
Mixed state; Symptoms of mania 
and depression are simultaneously 
apparent including agitation, sleep- 
ing difficulty, significant change in 
appetite, psychosis, and suicidal 
tendencies. 

The roller coaster symptoms of 
mania and depression occur in 
episodes that continue and become 
more frequent throughout a manic- 
depressive's life. The episodes are 
buffered by periods in which a per- 
son may have little or no symptoms 
at all. It is considered to be a period 
of wellness or normalcy. 

"Even if the appearance given 
off was normal, Dawn wasn't okay," 
commented Round Lake resident 
Nora Bowers, who is Dawn's sister- 
in-law. 

"Dawn was always asking 'am I 
normal?'"recalled Gravdahl. "It is 
what bipolar sufferers always 
think." 

Gravdahl said that Dawn's manic 
stage left her totally uncontrollable. 
She would play the piano at warped 
speed, dress provocatively and act 
promiscuously. She would also be- 
come verbally abusive, particularly 
to Gravdahl. Mood-stabilizing 
drugs affected Dawn's ability to 
demonstrate true emotions like cry- 
ing at a sad movie, making her feel 
even more abnormal. 



"When Dawn was depressed, 
she was pitiful. I didn't know what 
to do for her," said Gravdahl. "This 
illness most certainly wears down 
loved ones." 

When Laura was in a manic 
state, she demonstrated increased 
goal activities particularly in ca- 
reer-oriented areas. Her decisons 
to study a certain profession 
seemed to change from one manic 
stage to the next. 

Bawden said the high-risk peri- 
od for suicide attempts usually oc- 
curs at the beginning of a mood 
upswing. He noted that a manic- 
depressive is more readily able to 
mobilize when coming out of a de- 
pression stage, thus garnering the 
energy to make the attempt Baw- 
den also pointed out that families 
with multiple cases of suicide are 
usually found to have Jbipolar dis- 
orders present. 

According to the NIMH, more 
than two-thirds of people with 
manic-depressive illness have at 
least one close relative with the dis- 
order or with unipolar major de- 
pression. This research is indicative 
of the heredity components of the 
disease. 

In Dawn's case, some pater- 
nal relatives were found to have 
excessive-compulsive disorder 
and paranoid schizophrenia. In 
Laura's case, some maternal rel- 
atives were thought to suffer 
from clinical depression. Lau- 
ra's daughter, now a teen-ager,

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is being treated for depression 

Bawden said he shares a theory 
with many mental health profes- 
sionals in which some people who 
are genetically predisposed to bipo- 
lar disorder may just be carriers. He 
noted that the distinction might lead 
to a different outcome than illness, 
such as increased productivity. He 
theoretically noted the super ener- 
getic businessman who can exist on 
. little or no sleep as an example. 

Because the symptoms of bipo- 
lar disorder and attention deficit 
hyperactivity disorder (ADHD) have 
a large overlap, Bawden noted that 
early manifestations of bipolar dis- 
order may appear as ADHD in chil- 
dren. He also said that a bipolar 
adolescent might be mistaken as 
going through an "extreme rebel- 
lion stage" which is normal behav- 
ior for adolescents. In an NIMH 
study, it was reported that one per- 
cent of adolescents aged 14 to 18 
were found to have met the criteria 
for bipolar disorder. 

"Child psychiatrists don't follow 
the children they treat over a long 
period of time and therefore may 
not be able to correlate the symp- 
. ,toms they demonstrate with anoth- 
er illness," explained Bawden. 

It took approximately 5 years • 
before Dawn was diagnosed with 
bipolar. Gravdahl said doctors had 
diagnosed her with everything from 
behavioral disorders to schizophre- 
nia. Denial on the part of Dawn's 
father also hindered earlier diagno- 
sis of her disease. 

"Dawn just thought she was 
losing her mind and there was no 
hope," recalled Gravdahl. 
Bawden named several traditional 
triggers for manic-depressive 
episodes including anniversary 
events, seasonal changes, timezone i( 
changes, stimulant use, ! stress! anti- 
depressants and disruptions in in- 



terpersonal relationships. 

Gravdahl and Bower believe 
family disapproval of Dawn's in- . 
volvement with a co-worker might 
have been the final trigger that led 
to her decision to end the torment 
of her illness. 

'..fit's hard to understand what 
they (manic-depressives) are feel- ■ 
ing because we haven't experienced 
it ourselves, but at some point, you 
have to allow that the illness exists/' 
claimed Bower, who said it was dif- g 
ficult to reason with Dawn in her 
manic state. "I.stlll don't under- 
stand the illness, but I wish I had 
tried to understand Dawn more." 
A variety of medications are used to - 
treat bipolar disorder including 
mood-stabilizing lithium and antk 
convulsant medications such as 
valproate and depacote. 

"Poly-pharmacy is the vogue " 
right now," said Bawden. "It is not 
unusual to have a patient on more . 
than one medication for effective : 
treatment." 

The trick is to keep manic-de- , 
pressives on their medication. Usu-' 
ally, in mania phases, manic-de- 
pressives feel so good that they 
don't think they need the pre- 
scribed drugs. 

Bawden said many feel that it is 
too painful to not be in a mania 
stage. 

"Many manic-depressives need 
to tap into their mania to become 
more creative," explained Bawden. 
"They feel ecstatic, some hear the 
voice of God or other special voices. 
Like cocaine addicts, manic-de- 
pressives like their highs." 

"Be patient and listen," advises 
Gravdahl to those who find it diffi- 
cult to deal with manic-depressive 
loved ones. "Try to understand, but 
: most important of all, try not to get 
angry, because they hate them- i?i 
selves enough as it is." ■ 
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"Snowy Violet." 

Copies of some of the images, 
depicting very young children, were 
faxed to the sheriff s office by the Cal- 
ifornia authorities.

Common sense' is the ability 
to look at the situations we 
find ourselves in and still 
do what ought to be done. 
Unfortunately, common sense isn't 
as common as it'ought to be. 

Business nonsense is the ab- 
sence of common sense. It is either 
becoming more common or I'm be- 
coming more aware of it. Either 
way, I believe it's worth drawing 
your attention to'. 

Business nonsense can become 
accepted practice if enough busi- 
nesses buy into it. Anatole France 
said, "If fifty million people say a 
foolish thing it is still a foolish 
th'ihg." However, all too often 
common beliefs and common 
practice are substituted for what 
ought to be done. 

Some nonsense 
examples 

A few months ago, I wrote 
about a problem we were having 
getting the computer we ordered 
shipped to our office in an expedi- 
ent manner. Tffe company shipped 
the wrong computer and the ex- 
change process wasn't easy. 

The first problem involving the 
lack of common sense occurred 
when the company was shocked 
that we had broken the security seal 
oh a computer box that wasn't ours. 
Common sense would tell you — 
unless you are telepathic— that you 
must open the box to see if what's 
in it is what you ordered. When the 
box is addressed to your firm, you 
assume it is yours. 

The second instance that 
demonstrated complete lack of 
common sense was when the com- 
puter company sent us an invoice 
for 18 cents' for a poster that was 
missing when we returned the mis- 
shipped computer. That's right, 
they spent 33 cents on postage to 
send out an 18-ceht invoice. Factor 
in the time, materials; arid opportu- 
nity cost of creating and sending 
the "18 cent invoice" and you've 
just validated a complete lack of ' . 
common sense. 

Here's another example. An ex- 
tra value breakfast meal at my fa- 
vorite fast-food stop includes a 
small coffee. But, if you win a free 
value meal in an annual promotion 
game and want to move the drink 
up to a large soft drink, you must 
pay full price for the soft drink. 
Where did the 59-cent coffee value 
go? It's nonsense. 

Another bit of business idiocy is 
the procedure at some wholesale 
clubs. First, you stand in long lines 
for a long time to check out. Then, 
10 feet from where you just checked 
out, another employee takes your 
receipt and checks it against the ac- 
tual items in your cart. More non- 
sense. 

Some quick fixes 

* Look for "we've always done it 
this way" problems. If you don't 
have a good reason for any business 
activity other than it is the standard 
routine, don't continue to do it. All 
"standard practices", should be 
evaluated frequently and changed

Panelist Kirk Brown, head of the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation 
(1DOT), called Rte. 53 the "missing 
link" in the northern Illinois highway 
picture. "It (the extension) would 
make the rest of the system work bet- 
ter. It's badly needed. It wilt solve 
congestion." 

Brown's comments on Rte. 53 at 
the panel sponsored by. jthe Lake 
County Home Builders Assn. came 
as no surprise. IDGT conceived the' 
widely praised and just as widely 
condemned project more than -30 
years ago. 

Martin Buehler, director of the 



Lake County Division on Transporta- 
tion, drew chuckles when he re- 
sponded to a question about the fu- 
i hire of Rte. 53, "I don't have a clew." 

Buehler was more expansive on 
the question of a county gasoline tax 
posed by moderator Harry Siegle, 
the building supplies magnet. 

If a four-cent tax would have 
been imposed 1 1 years ago when the 
funding avenue was made possible, 
Lake County would have had more 
than $100 million to apply to high- 
way construction, according to 
Buehler. The long-time county road 
chief said county highway funding 
has to rely on real estate taxes. 

Green Oaks Mayor Tom Adams, 
another panelist, said an addition of 
commuter rail service on the EJ8di 
Railroad that cuts diagonally across 
the county would have a beneficial ef- 
fect on pressures for high housing 
density by spreading out develop- 
ment 

Adams predicted that transp ora- 
tion problems will be the top issue in 
the 2001 municipal elections. He also 
urged that highway study groups be 
limited to encourage concensus on 
solutions that would lead toimple- 
mentation of highway construction 
plans.

How much of a house can you 
afford? When can a lender legal- 
ly require an application fee and 
how soon are you due a Good 
Faith Estimate? The Meyers 
Report asks the experts. 

Q. I am a 29 year old man 
making $30,000 a year. I would 
like to buy a house. Others are 
telling me to wait, but I don '/ 
want to wait. How much of a 
down payment will I need, and 
where can I find a house to fit 
my budget? 

A. Much will depend on your 
credit rating and your current 
debts, * said Joseph Aldcgucr, 
president of The Mortgage 
Exchange. If you have excellent 
credit there are programs that 
require no or as little as a 3 per- 
cent down payment. In terms of 
how much of a house you can 
afford and where you can find 
one, your first step is lo talk with 
a reputable lender. Bring a 
record of the last two years of 
your job and. income history, as 
well as information on your cur- 
rent debts, Be prepared to dis- 
cuss your needs, as well as cur- 
rent living expenses. 

Q. I am. refinancing with my 
current lender. At the time of 
application I was informed that 
I needed to pay a $250 non- 
refundable application fee in 
order to lock in my rate. 
However, I was not given a 



Good Faith Estimate at this 
time. I know that the lender 
has three business days to give 
me a Good Faith Estimate, but 
I thought the whole purpose of 
RESPA is so that the customer 
has advance notice of all fees 
before committing to anything. 
I was told that the fee was non- 
refundable even if I did not 
like the terms of the. Good- 
Faith Estimate. Also, I was 
told that they would not pre- 
pare a Good Faith Estimate 
without the fee. Is this legal? 

A. It is not legal, said Kim 
Presley, assistant manager of 
the Bank of Northern Illinois. 
You should be given a Good 
Faith Estimate before you arc 
asked for an application fee, 
and it should be available 
immediately. Usually the ampli- 
cation fee is applied toward the. 
cost of a credit report and 
appraisal. The lender has three 
days to prepare a Truth in 
Lending Form, Presley said. 
This document lays out the 
annual percentage rate (APR), 
as well as the total intercsftb be 
paid over the life of the loan.

What Is listeriosis? 

^Listeriosis, which is causedby. 
eating food contaminated by. the 
bacteria Listeria monocytogenes, 
can be a serious disease. In the 
United States, an estimated 1,850 
persons become seriously ill with 
listeriosis each year. Of these, 425 
die. In Illinois, approximately 20 
cases of listeriosis are reported 
annually; about 25 percent of the 
cases dje. . 
Who Is at risk for listeriosis? 

While anyone can become ill 
from eating food contaminated 
by the bacteria, pregnant women, 
newborns and adults with weak- 
ened immune systems are most 
at risk.Pregnant women are 
about 20 times"more likely than 
other healthy adults to get liste- 
riosis. 

About one-third of all report- 
ed cases happen during pregnan- 
cy. Infection during pregnancy 
may result in spontaneous abor- 
i tion during the second and third 
trimesters or stillbirth. 

Those with weakened im- 
mune systems (for example, the 
elderly and persons with cancer, 
diabetes or kidney disease or . 
HIV/ AIDS) are more likely to get , 
listeriosis than people with nor- 
mal immune systems. 
How does a person get 
listeriosis? 

You get listeriosis from eating 
food contaminated by the bacte- 
ria. Babies can be born with the 



disease if their mothers ate cont- 
aminated food during pregnancy. 
Although healthy adults and ' 
.children may consume.contami- 
nated food without becoming ill, 
those who are at increased risk 
can probably get the disease af- 
ter consuming even a few.bacte- 
ria. . ; 

How does Listeria get Into 
food?. 

Listeria monocytogenes is 
found in soil and water. Vegeta- 
bles can become contaminated 
from the soil or from manure 
used as fertilizer. Animals can 
carry the bacteria without ap- 
pearing ill and meat or dairy 
products from these animals can 
be contaminated. The bacteria 
also have been found in a variety 
of raw foods, such as uncooked, 
meats and vegetables, as well as 
in processed food, that become 
contaminated after processing, 
such as cheese and cold cuts at 
the deli counter. Unpasteurized 
(raw) milk or foods made from 
raw milk may contain the bacte- 
ria. 

How do you know If you have 
listeriosis? 

A person with listeriosis usu- 
ally has a fever, muscle aches 
. and, sometimes, gastrointestinal 
symptoms such as nausea and di- 
arrhea. If infection spreads to the 
nervous system, symptoms such 
as headache, stiff neck, confu-' 
sion, loss of balance or convul- 



sions can occur. 

Infected pregnant women 
may experience only a mild, flu - 
like illness. However, infection 
during pregnancy can lead to 
premature delivery, infection of 
the newborn or even stillbirth. 

There is no routine screening 
test for susceptibility.to listerio- 
sis during pregnancy, as there is 
for rubella or some other con- 
genital infections. If you have 
symptoms such as /ever or stiff 
neck, you shouldcbnsult your ■ 
physician; A blood oj spinal fluid 
test (to cultivate the bacteria) 
will show if you have listeriosis! 
During pregnancy, a blood test 
is the most reliable way to find 
out if symptoms are due to liste- 
riosis. 

How can you reduce your risk 
for listeriosis? 

As With other foodborne ill- 
nesses, there are several guide- 
lines that will help to reduce the 
risk of infection with Listeria 
monocytogenes: 

•Cook thoroughly any raw 
food from animal, sources, such 
as beef, pork or poultry. 

•Wash raw vegetables thor- 
oughly before eating. 1 . - 

•Keep uncooked meats sepa- 
rate from vegetables and from 
cooked and ready-to-eat foods. 

•Avoid raw (unpasteurized) 
milk or foods made from raw 
milk. 

•Wash hands, knives and othr 



er utensils, and cutting surfaces 

after handling uncooked foods. 

Persons who are at high risk 

— pregnant women and persons 
with weakened immune systems 

— should follow these additional 
recommendations: 

•Avoid soft cheeses (for ex- 
ample, feta, Brie, Camembert, 
blue-veined and Mexican- style, 
.cheese). Hard cheeses, processed 
cheeses, cream cheese, cottage 
cheese or yogurt need not be 
avoided. 

•Cook left-over foods or 
feady-to-eat foods, such as hot 
dogs, until steaming hot before 
eating. 

•Although the risk of listerio- 
sis associated with foods from 
deli counters is relatively low, 
pregnant women and persons t ■ 
whose immune systems are sup- 
pressed may choose to avoid 
these foods or to thoroughly re- 
heat cold cuts before eating. 
Howls listeriosis treated? 

When infection occurs during 
pregnancy, antibiotics given 
promptly to the pregnant woman 
can often prevent infection of the 
fetus or the newborn. Babies with 
listeriosis receive the same an- 
tibiotics as adults. 

Even with prompt treatment, 
however, some infections result 
in death. This is particularly like- 
ly in the elderly and in persons 
with other serious medical prob- 
lems.

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 49 
and the middle child of three 
daughters. Both my sisters had ■ 
their gallbladders removed be- 
cause of stones, as did my . 
mother and grandmother. I am 
thinner than they are, and my 
diet Is mostly vegetarian. Will I 
inevitably be a candidate for 
gallstones and surgery? Can 
diet help me avoid the risk? — 
Lt. 

ANSWER: Your family's history 
made me perk up my ears. Genes 
do figure into gallstones. Your fami : 
ly is living proof. That's a far cry 
from saying that every single mem- 
ber of a family is destined to have 
them because other family mem- 
bers have had them. 

Diet can help you avoid the risk. 
Cut back on animal fats and refined 
sugar. Apparently you have already 
done that. 

! • Obesity is another risk for gall- 
stones. You've eliminated risk with- 
out being told to do so. 

Birth control pills and rapid 
weight loss are two other ingredi- 
ents that promote gallstone forma- 
tion. Again you are safe on both 
those scores. 

You might find this hard to 
swallow, but exercise reduces the 
chances of forming gallstones. I 
hesitate to furnish that information 
for fear that people will believe I 
have gone overboard with exercise 
benefits. However, two to three 
hours of exercise a week decreases 
the chance of stone formation by 20 
percent. 

You intuitively have done all the 
right things to prevent gallstones. 
Keep it up, and your gallbladder 
might never harbor a stone in spite 
of ypur family history.

Dear Dr. Donohue: A family 
member has calcium py- 
rophosphate crystal disease. 
Could you tell me what causes 
it, its prognosis and its treat- 
ment?— K.M. 

ANSWER: Calcium pyrophos- 
phate crystals in joints cause 
pseudogout — "pseudo" (false) 
gout because it has similar signs 
and symptoms of gout but is not 
the same disease. 

With pseudogout, a joint sud- 
denly swells, hurts and is hot in the 
same way joints react in gout. How- 
ever, pseudogout targets the knees ' 
and wrists, while gout homes in on 
the bit toe, ankles and heels. 

Why calcium pyrophosphate 
crystals penetrates joints is a ques- 
tion without an answer. Sometimes 
the process occurs in people with 
parathyroid gland disturbances. 
The parathyroid glands regulate 
blood calcium levels. 

Anti-inflammatory drugs, such 
as indomlhacin, naproxen and 
ibuprdfen, can usually control 
pseudogout. If they can't, injecting 
the joint with cortisone can. 

The prognosis for pseudogout 
is, in general, quite good.

High blood pressure/or hyper- - 
tension, puts one of every four 
Americans at greater risk for arte- 
riosclerosis, heart attack, an en- 
larged heart, kidney damage and 
stroke. According to the National In- 
stitutes of Health, heart disease is the 
No. 1 killer in the United States, and 
stroke is the third most common 
cause of death. In Illinois, approxi- 
mately 35,000 people die from heart 
-disease each year; another 7,500 die 
from strokes. If your.blood pressure 
is normal, there are certain mea- 
sures that carrprevent Hypertension ". 



from developing. These same mea- 
sures also can help you lower your 
blood pressure if it is. high. 
What Is blood pressure? 

..Each time a person's heart 
beats, it pushes blood from the heart 
through arteries to all of the body's 
tissues and organs, Blood pressure is 
the force of the blood pushing 
against artery walls. This pressure is 
greatest when the heart contracts 
and is pumping the blood; this is 
called systolic pressure. When the ; 
heart is atrest.between beats; blood 
pressure falls; this is the diastolic 



pressure. Written as num- 

bers, usually one (systolic) above or 
before the other (diastolky for exam- 
ple, 120/80 both are important indi- 
cators of cardiovascular health. 
Howls blood pressure 
measured? 

Having your blood pressure 
checked is quick, easy and painless. 
It is'done with an instrument called 
a sphygmomanometer. A blood 
pressure cuff is wrapped around the 
upper arm and inflated to stop the 
blood flow in the artery for a few sec- 
onds. A valve then is opened and air 



is released from the cuff. The sound 
of blood rushing through the artery 
can be heard thrbughfa stethoscope. 
The first sound heard and registered 
on the sphygmomanometer is the 
systolic blood pressure. It represents 
die maximum pressure in the artery 
produced as the heart contracts and 
the blood begins to flow again. The 
last sound heard as rnOre air is re- 
leased frornthe cuff is the diastolic 
blood pressure. It represents the 
lowest pressure that remains within 
the artery when the heart is at rest- 
What do the numbers mean? 



Your kids are what you eat; set proper example 



The eating habits of parents 
may play an important role in the • 
development of obesity in children, 
according to research that was pre- 
sented recently at the American - 
Heart Association's LJ; Filer Jr. 
Third Annual Conference on Ather- 
osclerosis in the young. 
■ Researchers looked at the eat- 
ing habits of the parents of 92 chil- 
; dren enrolled in the Framingham 
Children's Study. The youngsters 
were all 3 to 5 years old at the be- 
ginning of the study. '+ 

The researchers used a stan- 
dardized questionnaire to assess - 
three factors associated with par- 
ents' eating behaviors: dietary' re- 
straint, disinhibited eating and self- 
perceived hunger. The Dietary Re- 
straint Scale reflects an individual's 
conscious efforts to restrict.food in- 
take. The Disinhibition Scale mea- 
sures "impulsive eating," as well as 
the resulting fluctuation in both di- 
etary intake and body weight. The 
Hunger Scale measures whether a 
i person eats in response to internal 
'd I * cues, such as hunger, or to external, 
cues. 

The parents were divided into 
three groups for each of the three 
scales depending on. whether they 
had high, medium or low scores on 
those scales. Researchers then 



looked atchanges in body fat in the : 
children over the next six.years. 
Body fat was measured each year 
by recording the'child's height and 
weight and by using calipers to 
measure the thickness of the child's 
skinfolds in five different areas of 
the body as a total measure of body 
fat. Researchers also recorded 
changes in the skin fold thickness in 
the children from year-to-year. 

They found the kids whose par- 
ents scored highest on either di- 
' etary restraint or disinhibition had 
great increases in body fat over the * 
next six years than children whose 
parents scored lower. 

The parents' level of impulse 
eating had a particularly strong ef- 
fect on the child's body fat level. For 
example, the children whose par- 
ents had the highest scores in the 
disinhibition scale gained an extra 
25 millimeters in their skinfold 
thickness compared to children 
whose parents had the lowest 
scores. 

The children whose parents al- 
ternated between dietary restraint 
and impulse eating gained the most 
body fat over time. "The parents 
were consciously struggling to re- 
strain their intake of food but, by 
their own report, were prone to eat- 
. ing excessively on impulse even 



when they weren't hungry," says 
Lynn Li Moore, D.Sc, assistant pro- 
fessor of medicine at Boston Uni- 
versity school of Medicine, Boston, • 
Mass. "Most people do this on oc- 
casion by eating a piece of choco- 
late cake even though they aren't 
hungry, but disinhibited eaters are 
particularly prone to this loss of 
control in the presence of certain 
food cues," she says. 

The study's lead author, Maggie 
Y. Hood, M.P.H., also of Boston 
University School of Medicine, says 
parents are often unaware that they 
are passing on their own dietary 
habits and attitudes to '_ their chil- 
dren. "As with many other things, 
the children are doing what their 
parents do, rather than listening to 
what their parents say," she says. 
"Some parents may emphasize the 
importance of a healthy diet to their 
children, but if their own diet does- 
n't reflect that belief, it's not likely , 
to be a very effective message." 

Hood says that parents have a 
great deal of control over the eating 
• habits of their children. "It may be 
that parents who score the highest 
on dietary restraint may also exert 
excessive control over the child's 
ability to internally regulate his or 
her own dietary intake." 

Moore, director of the Framing- 



ham Children's Study, says that re- 
searchers are currently looking at 
whether parents with high dietary 
restraint scores were more likely to 
be currently looking at whether par- 
ents with high dietary restrain scores, 
were more likely to be more control; 
ling with, their children such as in- 
sisting that the children eat on a spe- 
cific schedule even if they aren't 
hungry, or that they clean their • 
plates even if they are already full. 

Moore says the study's purpose 
was to identify how risk factors for . 
chronic adult conditions such as 
high blood pressure, heart disease, 
or obesity are first established, so 
theycan 'be. prevented. "By the time 
a child reaches adolescence, many 
of those risk factors are already set 
These children have already devel- 
oped habits, such as a sedentary 
lifestyle or unhealthy dietary pat- 
terns that will persist throughout 
their lives, and increase their risk 
for heart disease in the future," she 
says. "They may also be on their 
way to developing obesity or high 
blood pressure." .

If your bipod pressure is less than 
140/90, it is considered normal. 

However, a blood pressurebe- 
low 120/80 is even better for your 
heart and bloodvessels. People used 
to think that low blood pressure was 
unhealthy. Except for rare cases, this 
is not true. High blood pressure is 
classified by stages and is more seri- 
ous as the numbers get higher. 
Who is most likely to develop 
high blood pressure? 

Anyone can develop high blood 
pressure, but some people, accord- 
ing to the National Institutes of 
Healdi, are more-likely to do so. For 
example, hypertension develops 
earlier arid is more severe in African 
Americans than in whites. Gender 
makes a difference, too; men are . 
more likely to have high blood pres- 
sure during the early and middle 
adult years. After menopause; how- . 
ever, women are more likely to have 
high blood pressure than men of the 
same age. In older age groups, hy- 
pertension increases rapidly among 
both men and women. 
What causes high blood 
pressure? 

In most cases, there is no single 
known cause of high blood pressure. 
"Primary" or "essential" hyperten- 
sion cannot be cured, but it usually 
can be controlled. In some cases, 
high blood pressure can be traced to 
a known cause, such as tumors of 
tiie adrenal gland, chronic kidney 
disease, hormone abnormalities, use 
of birth control pills or pregnancy. 
Referred to. as "secondary," hyper- 
tension; this kind of high blood pres- 
sure can be cured if its cause passes 
or is corrected. 

How can high blood pressure be 
prevented? 

•Maintain a healdiy weight. If 
you are overweight, lose those extra 
pounds. As weight increases, so does 
blood pressure. In fact, being over- 
weight can make a person two to six 
times more likely to develop high 
blood pressure. Losing weight can 
reduce the risk of high blood pres- 
sure or, if a person already has high 
blood pressure, can help lower 
, blood pressure. The only way to 
lose weight is to eat fewer calories 
than the body bums. Crash dieting is 
not the answer, though; the healthi- 
est and longest-lasting weight loss 
happens when it is done slowly ; 
about 1/2 to 1 pound aweek. 
You can accomplish this by 
following several basic rules: 

•Choose foods low in calories . 
and fat. Everyone knows that eating 
low-calorie foods will help reduce 
weight, but so will watching how 
much fat is in a person's daily diet. 
Whereas 1 gram of protein or 1 gram 
of carbohydrate has 4 calories, a 
gram of fat contains 9 calories. 
Foods that draw a large proportion 
of their calories from fat include but- 
ter, margarine, regular salad dress- 
ings, fatty meats, poultry skin, whole 
milk dairy foods like cheese, fried 
foods, and many cookies, cakes, pas- 
tries and snacks. 

Check a food's nutrition label for 
calories from fat. The American 
Heart Association recommends that 
Americans reduce their, total fat in- 
take to less than 30 percent of total 
calories (less than 10 percent should 
be from saturated fat). For example, 
if daily total calorie intake is 2,400, 
no more than 80 grams of fat should 
be eaten 

•Choose foods high in starch 
and fiber. Fruits, vegetables; whole- 
grain cereals and breads, pasta, rice, 
dry peas and beans are excellent 
sources of starch and fiber. Lower In 
calories than high-fat foods, these 
foods also are good sources of vita- 
mins and minerals. . * 

•limit serving sizes. Not only 
should a person be careful about the 
type of foods he or she is eating, but 
. also about the amount Smaller 
helpings of everything particularly 
high calorie foods like fatty meats 
and cheeses will'translate into 
weight loss. Try not to go back for 
seconds, either.

Despite an abundance of waUpaper pat- 
terns on the market, certain looks have be- 
come more popular with homeowners today 
than in days past, Stacy Senior, marketing 
manager for ThibauC a leading manufacturer 
of wallcoverings and fabrics, tells about the 
trends her company sees relative to design, 
color and usage of wallpapers, borders and 
fabrics in the home: 

• Novelty patterns — According to Senior, 
there is a growing interest in novelty designs 
— patterns that are unique, lighthearted and 
fun. For example, a pattern called Legacy 
fromThibaut's new Chronicles collection fea- 
tures a block-letter design in a neoclassic , 
style. The pattern is adventuresome, yet sub- 
tle. "It is popular for use in master baths and 
powder rooms," comments Senior. Other nov : 
elty designs include a pattern with flowering 
topiary trees, and a Majolica pattern with 
whimsically painted porcelain vases, pitchers, 
teapots and planters. These are from the com- 
pany's newer Front Porch collection. 

• Animals — "Interesting animals from 
Africa— like monkeys, elephants, cheetahs, 
leopards and giraffes — are being incorporat- 
ed into traditional floral designs," states Se- 
nior. The designs are not "cutesy," but sophis- 
ticated and elegant-looking. "The animals 
add a refreshing feel to the familiar traditional 
style, and the designs are appropriate for ei- 
ther formal or casual settings," she notes. Ac- 
cording to Senior, leopard and other animal- 
print fabric patterns are a strong, continuing 
trend. 

• The "fabric feel" — "We have incorporat- 
ed 'relief effects into many newer patterns, in 
which designs take on the look of worn or wo- 
ven fabric," says Senior. The textural look is 
created through the design and the printing 
process (the paper is not actually raised or 
textured). "The result is a softer, more gentle 
appearance on the wall," she comments. Re- 
lief effects have been used to embellish every- 
thing from floral to paisley designs. One of 
Thibaut's newer collections, Stripe Resource, 



features relief effects in stripe patterns, some 
resembling the look of silk, linen and cor- 
duroy. 

• Large-scale patterns — "The small-scale, 
mini-print patterns of the '80s are out" says 
Senior, "while more daring, large-scale de- 
signs are in." Small-scale tone-on-tone prints 
are good complementary sidewall patterns 
below a chair rail, or in an adjoining smaller- 
sized room, but larger-scale designs are being 
used in kitchens, master baths, bedrooms and 
dining rooms. "The popularity of larger-scale 
designs has stemmed from trends in building 
and remodeling, in which we see more open 
kitchen and family-room areas, higher ceil- 
ings, larger windows, and dramatic entry foy- ■ 
ers," Senior comments. 

• Tone-on-tone designs — For those who 
are hesitant to use bold, flat-painted color on 
their walls, tonal patterns are a popular, softer 
option. Tone-on-tone patterns usually feature 
a melodious design colored with "screens" of 
one hue (lighter and darker shades of blue, or 
yellow, for example). Tonal patterns in 
Thibaut collections include damasks, pais- 
leys, scrolling architectural designs, stripes, 
and soft, subtle diamond, Harlequin or leaf- 
print designs. Tonal patterns are clever choic- 
es when trying to pull together the look of sev- 
eral rooms with varying patterns and colors. 
"They are good coordinating designs that 
help with the transfer from room to room," 
Senior points out. 

• Fresh, clean colors— "Some of Thibaut's 
newest designs are colored with yellowy 
greens, grass-blade greens that are truer to 
nature, festive coral-pinks, dashes of purple, 
lemon yellow, sky blue and purplish-periwin- 
kle," says Senior. The company sees demand 
shifting away from hunter green, teal, mauve 
and navy "jewel tones" that were popular 
three to fiveyears ago. 

• Earthy palate — Another popular color' 
scheme includes more earthy tones, like olive 
green and khaki, plum, sage, clay, burgundy, 
brick red, wheat gold, and aubergine.

• Taupe and black j — "Neutral colors still are 
popular," comments Senior. They comple- 
ment all types of styles, including contempo- 
rary tastes, and work well in large open 
spaces. They also can add "resale" value to a 
home. When it comes time to sell, neutral col- 
ors usually have broad appeal with prospec- 
tive buyers. 

• Borders used to "coordinate" rather than 
"complete" — In years past, borders more 
commonly were used to "finish off" and com- 
plete the look of one room. "Today, we are 
seeing borders frequently used with tone-on- 
tone wallpaper to combine the look of two or 
more rooms," says Senior. While a prominent 



wallpaper design might be used in the master 
bath, for example, a coordinating border is 
used in the adjoining bedroom or hallway, 
paired with a tone-on-tone sidewall paper, to 
help achieve an overall "whole-house" effect. 
The border is not used solely by itself, as the 
look seems "unfinished." 

The company's newer collections, like 
Chronicles, Stripe Resource, Front Porch 
andTreillage, which incorporate many of 
these new design trends, are available 
through interior designers and fine wallcov- 
ering and decorating stores.

It's hard to believe I planted my first Wave 
petunias way back in June of last year and they 
were still going strong deep into November ... in 
Minnesota, after two majorwind and hail 
storms, and after a week-long assault under a 
painter's tarp. Try that' with any other annual! 

To make their longevity even more amaz- 
ing, I made it especially tough on my Waves; 
planting them in a spot that got scorching 
hot, full sun almost all day during the sum- 
mer. I did make sure to water them on the 
hottest days, and I fed them occasionally with 
a slow-release fertilizer. 

But, I'm getting ahead of myself. In case 
you're not familiar with this high-perfor- 
mance petunia, here are the facts: Waves are 
the first and only petunias with a strong 
ground-cover "habit." This means that in- 
stead of growing upright like other petunias, 
Waves develop horizontal stems that either 
can cover the ground or tumble over the 
edges of containers or hanging baskets. And, 
here's the best part — flower production is 
continuous when the plants are given regular 
water and fertilizer, or in my case, sometimes 
even when the care you give them is not so 
regular. No fussy dead-heading needed here. 

Pretty neat, huh? I was lucky enough to 
try the two new varieties of Waves last year. 
Formerly only available in pink and purple, 



there now are two new eye-catching colors for 
1999: rose and misty lilac. Misty lilac is the 
lightest colored of the Waves. It also has the 
largest flowers. The blossoms open light 
lavender, and become lighter as they age. 
They're perfect companions to purple Waves. 
Rose is a bit bolder in hue and is outstanding 
as a foundation planting, or against a white 
picket fence. 

If planted in decent soil, Waves quickly 
grow into 6-inch-thick blankets of soft color 
when spaced 1 to 2 feet apart, or you can 
plant them in baskets or containers. Mulch is- 
n't really needed, since the plants tend to 
choke out weeds, forming a thick mat of vege- 
tation in no time. 

You can buy Wave petunias at local gar- 
den centers, as well as Lowe's, Frank's, Wal- 
Mart, Kmart, Fred Meyer, Target, Canadian 
Tire, Meijer stores, select Home Depot and 
Kroger stores, and Home and Garden Show- 
place Garden Centers. 

They're easy to spot, since most stores put 
them in pretty pink pots. Don't wait too long 
though, they tend to sell out early in the sea- 
son.

Now 1 have lo walch myseir every day lu make 
sure 1 am lu work on lime, but I don't lltink it Is fair lhal Die company 
doesn't understand and cut mc some slack. 1 have read lhal sometimes if a 
someone writes la yau with a problem, you have offered (a step la and help. 
Can you possibly slcp In and give mc some advice before I lose my jobf 
H.U. -Hound Lake Ileach 

A: The company that you are referring lo has a preity standard policy 
across theboard. They operate between (he hours of 7:30 and 4:30 and 
require their employees (a da ihc same. Upon hire you were given a hand- 
book noting the lerms and conditions of hire which clearly stales the need lo 
be on lime for work or appropriate action Is taken. This ts for everyone wilh 
unexcuscd absences as well as unexcused tardiness. Personally, I do riot 
think It Is asking loo much, nor Is It unreasonable for an employer lo expect 
their employees lo show up for work on lime and work (heir required hours. 
This company, I am told, does nol require any overtime so there is nothing 
unreasonable about a required 40-hour work week. Hie best I can tell you, 
Is lhal if you cannot show up Tor work on lime, then (he problem Is yours. 
If they made an adjustment to Ihc schedule for you, then they would have lo 
make an adjustment for all of their employees. According to your report, il 
shows lhal Ihcrc hove been three Insianccs In 4 weeks where you have 
reported for work a minimum of 15-30 minutes late. Nat good! If you are 
having a difficult lime gelling out the door lo rcporl on lime, try selling your 
alarm for 1 12 hour earlier than normal, You will feel belter by not having lo 
rush. Another option Is lo speak wilh your night job and sec If they can be 
somewhat flexible with your hours. Perhaps you can cul down your hours 
there. You may be burning ihc candle at both ends and exhausting yourself 
unnecessarily. Perhaps you should search for a Job lhat will net you more 
money Tor one Job to compensate Tor the Iwo jobs you are now holding to 
support yourself.

What you do after hours Is your business, unless 
of course il Is affecting their business.
